‘Atom Bombs 
Delivered To 
British Airmen 


LONDON Ut\— Atom bombs are 
now being delivered to Britain’s 
rapidly expanding Royal Air Force, ' 
Prime Minister Churchill’s govern-1 
•ment announced today. 
An air ministry

also disclosed British jet fighters 
are being 
equipped with 
guided 
rockets 
to 
strengthen 
defenses 
against enemy atom bombers. 
It said recent successful rocket 
tests in the Australian desert “ fore- I 
shadow the most important devel-1 
opments in air defense since the 
invention of radar.” 
The memorandum, prepared for 
-Parliam ent by Air Minister Lord 
de L ’lsle and Dudley, said Brit­ 
ain’s air budget for 1954-55 calls 
for increased spending on aircraft 
and armament. It includes large 
deliveries of swift and hunter jet 
fighters, the first deliveries of top • 
secret swept-wing Valiant medium 
jet bombers and allows for the first 
time for some atomic bombs. 
“ We have made special arrange- j 
ments to store the atom bombs ! 
t^vhich are now being delivered to 
The B A F , but I do not propose to 
disclose exactly how or where. 
“ I can say, however, that the I 
storage of atom bombs will cause 
no particular safety problems.”

Chest X-Rays 
For Heavy 
Smokers Urged 


WASHINGTON GB-The Ameri­ 
can Cancer Society's statistical re­ 
search director said today a heavy 
smoker “ is very foolish if he does 
not have a 
chest 
X-ray 
taken 
twice a year” although there is no 
proof smoking causes cancer. 
Dr. E. Cuyler Hammond, the di­ 
rector, gave the advice in a copy­ 
righted interview with the maga­ 
zine U. S. News Sc World Report; 
and the magazine described him 
as smoking during the interview. 
Dr. Hammon said a heavy smok­ 
er should take the recommended 
precaution “ so long as there is even 
a strong suspicion that smoking 
causes lung cancer.” 
But he also said everyone, es­ 
pecially those over 45. should have 
an X ray at least once a year, and 
he added: 
“ If you are a timid soul, then 
you should also give up smoking 
at least until the facts are known.” 
Dr. Hammond indicated the kind 
| of facts he is after by saying, “ If 
we should find that the death rate 
from lung cancer is much higher 
among heavy 
smokers 
and 
the 
death rate from other forms 
of 
, cancer is not one bit higher among 
heavy smokers, then I ’d say the 
evidence would be e x t r e m e l y 
strong that there is a cause-and- 
effect oration.”

PE O PLE S ARE sometimes known by 
what they quaff—the French and Italians 
wine, the G ermans beer, the Scotch whis- j 
key, the Russians vodka, and so on. 
Americans have become known as coffee 
drinkers, although some have been known 
to develop a fondness for the habits of oth­ 
er peoples. They quaff coffee hot and cold, 
black and white, with sugar or without. 
Their addiction to the beverage has caused 
some imitation among other peoples, with 
the result that there is a shortage of the 
coffee bean. Americans will continue to get 
their coffee, but at a price that would have 
been considered extortionate several.years 
ago. 
There have been suggestions that Amer­ 
icans switch to tea or cocoa until their fa­ 
vorite beverage is again in more plentiful 
supply. But this is like asking the French ; 
and Italians to give up or reduce drinking 
their wine, G erm ans their beer or the 
Scotch their whiskey. Whether this is like 
asking the Russians to give up their vodka 
is a moot question. Probably a Russian 
would be a Russian if he drank only water. 
There is a social implication connected 
with the inability of most peoples to get 
their favorite quaffing liquid. S o c i e t y 
somehow seems to lose its center of grav­ 
ity. 
The problem raises interesting possibili­ 
ties. Perhaps a variety of coffee could be 
produced that would grow along the Gulf 
Coast, thus overcoming the shortage and 
giving Texas something else to brag about. 
How about synthesizing coffee. Perhaps if 
scientists concentrated hard enough they 
could develop a m arket in the synthetic 
coffee field for the government’s surplus 
wheat and corn. 


STOCK M A R K E T INDICE 
NEW YORK STOCK Exchange, while en­ 
gaging in the usual backing and filling, has 
inched upward in recent weeks. The stock 
m arket, which traditionally is credited with 
forecasting business trends six months in 
advance, seems to be unimpressed by the 
prophets of gloom. 
In fact, there are increasing indications 
that those who “fear” —but sound as if they 
hope for—a depression are being routed. 
Retail sales are on the upgrade again, and 
executives of large retail businesses pro­ 
fess to see a continued upswing as t h e 
pre-Easter spring buying season gains mo­ 
mentum. 
Among the factors most frequently point­ 
ed to as contributing to continuation of 
business activity at near record levels are 
government spending at a high rate de­ 
spite budget cuts, reduction of inventories 
which had become unmanageable, and an 
easing of credit by the Federal Reserve 
Board. Probably easier credit is the main 
factor involved. 


The effort to operate a non-political ad ­ 
ministration in a political country is falling 
apart. The theory that patronage is a great 
evil to be eschewed b y a Republican P r e s ­ 
ident is having this effect; when a Repub­ 
lican applies for a job, he is rejected for 
being a politician. What is wanted are ca­ 
reer men, and most career men, after 20 
years of Democratic rule, 
are 
mostly 
Democrats. 
That is what all the shouting has been 
about over the Lincoln Birthday week and 
those who have traveled hither and yon, 
delivering speeches on the greatness of 
A braham Lincoln, have 
come back to 
Washington chagrined and frightened be­ 
cause unless the Administration becomes 
political, the Democrats will win the 1954 
Election and possibly that of 1956. That is 
very discouraging news to the Republi­ 
cans, particularly those who are important 
men in the newspapers but who have no 
way of cutting through the White House en­ 
tourage to the President. They have no way 
of telling him the simple facts of political 
life as they see them. 
Next March, the Republicans are going 
to celebrate the 100th Anniversary of the 
founding of the party at Ripon, Wisconsin. 
This should be a lively affair, stirring this 
party to an emotional outpouring on t h e 
verge of a Congressional campaign. H av­ 
ing a President in the White House, R e­ 
publicans would like to have their Presi­ 
dent at Ripon delivering a major address 
on the virtues of this party. It does n o t 
seem logical that so significant an e v e n t 
should be minus this leading personality. 
It is now understood that the President 
does not choose to go to so strictly a p a r­ 
tisan affair, even though the enthusiasm 
kindled there might bestir his party to 
unity and victory. Many rumors attend 
this decision, although I cannot vouch for 
the truth or falsity of any of them. Some 
say that he avoids Wisconsin because it is 
the state of the redoubtable McCarthy; oth­ 
ers say that the decision was taken because 
of C. D. Jackson’s psychological w arfare 
theory that the President should be above 
politics, a monumental figure without a 
pedestal. Others say that it is the Presi­ 
dent’s disposition to avoid such occasions, 
although all admit that his impromptu ad­ 
dress at the Lincoln Birthday Box Supper 
in Washington was an excellent perform­ 
ance. breathing sincerity and warmth. 
In fact, is is recognized that President 
Eisenhower m akes a better speech on his 
own than with the assistance of his speech- 
writers, who are acclaimed as very sec­ 
ond rate, in no m anner equal to the ghosts 
employed by Roosevelt and Truman. When 
the President stands up to talk without 
even a note, out of his own head and heart, 
it is usually a good speech, whereas the 
manufactured stuff, staff-written, seems 
to lack both body and soul. At Ripon, he 
would have a wonderful opportunity to es­ 
tablish his leadership over a leaderless 
party.

A Medical Use for Plastics 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 
PLASTICS have become m ost 
valuable m edically in their latest 
uses. 
Scientists have long been trying 
to find substances th a t possess 
th e 
qualities 
of 
perm anence, 
lightness, 
resiliency, 
ease 
of 
molding, and inertness w hich are 
so typical of hum an tissues. 
M etals were tried, and found 
w anting. 
Encouraging Developments 
R ecent developm ents in plastic 
sponges seem to indicate th a t 
such a substance is alm ost a re a l­ 
ity now. 
A type of form alinized sponge 
has been used to elim inate m any 
of the spaces created by certain 
types of chest surgery. This sub­ 
stance does not cause any irrita ­ 
tion w ithin th e body. It acts like 
a norm al p a rt of th e -body tissue. 
Even the hum an body tissue en ­ 
ters this plastic sponge, m aking it 
look alm ost like a living tissue. 
Finely Textured 
This type of sponge is snow­ 
w hite in color and of a very fine 
texture. It is rath er stiff w’hen 
dry, b u t very soft and com press­ 
ible when moist. It takes to w ater 
readily. 
Surgeons have been searching 
for m any years for m aterial th a t 
could fill up spaces left by organs 


th a t had to be removed. This 
could prevent m any of the com­ 
plications of lung surgery. It 
would seem th a t this new plastic 
substance would serve in this 
m anner. 


In Treating Tuberculosis 
This plastic sponge is also be­ 
ing used by chest surgeons for 
treating certain cases of tubercu­ 
losis. It is inserted between the 
lining of the lung and the lung 
itself, and is used to collapse the 
diseased lung tissue and put it at 
rest. 
Recently, th is plastic sponge 
was used to bolster weak arteries. 
It was sewed around m any a r­ 
teries which had developed a 
weakness in the wall, a condition 
which could have caused a fatal 
hemorrhage. 
It is not yet known if there will 
be any adverse effects from this 
use of plastic sponge. The project 
is, as yet, in th e experim ental 
stage. 
QUESTION AND ANSWER 
A. I.: Is it true th a t some per­ 
sons can run a n elevated tem ­ 
perature w ithout being sick? 
Answer: The tem perature of 
98 6 is considered average. How­ 
ever, some individuals do run a 
persistently higher tem perature 
without being sick. A higher tem ­ 
perature may be norm al for them.

Here A re T im es 
T o Do T rim m ing 


As the days warm up, there is a 
great urge to get out and trim ev­ 
erything within reach. It is time to 
trim grapes. Trim back the new 
growth of last year to two or three 
eyes. The fruit comes on the first 
and second eye; further out there 
is only foliage. 
Most fruit trees need om. to have 
interfering limbs trim m ed out or 
to be thinned out so that 
m o r e 
light can get to fruits nearer the 
center of the tree. 
Shade trees seldom need topping. 
As they grow, remove the 
lower 
limbs to let in enough light so that 
grass can grow underneath. Maples 
had best have their trim m ing de­ 
layed until the leaves start. Trim 
evergreens in July. 
Tea roses should be trim m ed 
after the buds begin to swell, then 
the cut heals quickly. Climbing 
roses should be cut back very se­ 
verely, 
just 
after 
t h e y 
have 
bloomed. 
The old and darker canes should 
be cut out of raspberry^ after they 
have fruited. Late sum m er and fall 
blooming shrubs can be p r u n e d 
back 
in the Spring but 
Spring 
blooming shrubs like forsythia and 
spireas should not be trim m ed un­ 
til after they have bloomed.

phasized that only a highly trained 
eye-sight specialist is

“ Every state in the Union recog­ 
nizes the intricate com plexities of 
eye-care to the extent of requiring 
specialists to m eet rigid standards 
of educational training,” Edstrom 
said, “ and sees that they practice 
under strict licensing and regula­ 
tion. And yet, the ready-m ade, run- 
of-the-mill spectacles are sold 
in 
m ost of the country, just as they 
w ere sold in the horse-and-buggy 
days, when modern eye-care was 
not available!” 
Edstrom went on to say

islation. But people are 
deceived 
by the m isstatem ents and

J sim ple reading glasses, which they 
can 
readily 
choose 
for 
them- 
I selv es.” 
It was pointed out that som e­ 
what the sam e fallacy m ay be ex ­ 
isting regarding school boys and 
girls, whose studies arni h o m e 
work may be vitally affected by 
sight defects. 
This basic fundam ental of 
giv­ 
ing early reports of needed correc- 
j tion or attention is the backbone of 
I the Lions Club program , which has 
the full endorsem ent of city
